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The  baseball  team  jumped  to  a  21-3  re- 
cord and  a  Top  30  ranking  in  the  NCAA 
polls  before  suffering  hard  times  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  season  when  catcher  Eric  Hall 
suffered  a  broken  bone  in  his  hand. 

The  Seahawks  finished  with  a  32-21-1  re- 
cord, which  tied  the  UNCW  mark  for  most 
victories.  The  Seahawks  finished  second  in 
the  ECAC-South  behind  champion  ECU. 
The  top  two  teams  in  the  conference  were 
expected  to  participate  in  the  post  season 
tournament  to  determine  who  would  repre- 
sent the  league  in  the  NCAA  tournament. 

But  in  a  surprise  move,  the  conference 
voted  the  third  place  team,  George  Mason 
University,  to  play  along  with  ECU  in  the 
tournament.  The  Seahawks  had  earlier  swept 
a  three-game  series  with  the  Patriots,  but  the 
tournament  selection  committee  judged  that 
GMC  had  a  stronger  second  half  of  the 
season  than  coach  Bobby  Guthrie's  club.

The  main  goal  of  the  interfraternity  coun- 
cil is  to  promote  the  positive  growth  of 
greek  organizations  on  campus.  Because 
membership  in  a  greek  letter  organization  is 
on  the  upswing,  there  is  a  need  for  all  greeks 
to  interact  positively.  This,  the  IFC  feels,  is 
achieved  through  their  annual  parties  and 
service  projects  in  which  all  fraternities  par- 
ticipate together. 

The  interfraternity  council  stresses  many 
other  ideals  about  fraternities.  They  express 
that  joining  a  fraternal  organization  can  be 
one  of  the  most  important  decisions  a  per- 
son will  make  in  his  four  year  at  college.  By 
joining  a  fraternity,  a  person  can  enhance  his 


college  experiences  through  leadership  and 
academic  skills.  The  IFC  feels  that  the  most 
important  benefit  a  person  will  get  out  of 
joining  a  fraternity  will  be  the  brotherhood 
and  friendships  that  greeks  experience. 

The  council  consists  of  four  officers  and 
two  delegates  from  each  fraternity.  Each 
group  is  represented  equally  and  has  their 
own  views  on  certain  topics.  This  diversity 
ideas  and  allows  them  to  expand  their  sys- 
tem. 

The  interfraternity  council  is  one  which 
strives  for  positive  interaction  and  growth  of 
greek  organizations. 
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Alpha  Phi  Alpha  Fraternity  Inc.,  the  first 
intercollegiate  greek-letter  fraternity  estab- 
lished for  black  college  students,  was  born  in 
1906  out  of  the  desire  for  maintaining  close 
association  and  unified  support  for  members 
of  this  small  minority  group.  Despite  diffi- 
culties of  organization  in  the  years  of  severe 
economic  struggle  and  racial  conflict  in  the 
U.S.,  the  early  fraternity  pioneers  succeeded 
in  laying  a  firm  foundation  and  remained 
steadfast  in  their  goals  pointing  toward  de- 
velopment of  the  fraternity's  membership. 
Such  goals  as  the  espousing  of  the  principles 
of  good  character,  sound  scholarship,  fel- 
lowship and  the  uplifting  of  humanity,  espe- 


cially for  struggling  black  minority  in  the 
United  States  were  stressed. 

Since  the  evolution  of  the  Omicron  Theta 
chapter  on  the  campus  of  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Wilmington  in  April  of 
1981,  young  men  have  entered  this  organiza- 
tion from  many  different  backgrounds,  each 
wanting  to  better  himself  and  the  communi- 
ty. With  the  colors  black  and  gold  and  the 
motto  "first  of  all,  servants  of  all,  we  tran- 
scend all",  Omicron  Theta's  members  are 
spread  into  many  fields  of  study  ranging 
from  business  to  history  and  strive  for  aca- 
demic excellence  and  community  service.

As  part  of  a  major  service  pto/ect,  brothers  James  Eason 

and  Malcomb  Coley  donate  canned  goods  to  the  Red 
Cross.  The  annual  service  project  is  set  up  to  help 
provide  food  and  other  necessities  for  the  needy  families 
of  the  Wilmington  area. 
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In  the  fall  of  1975,  twelve  men  at  the 
Univetsity  of  North  Carolina  at  Wilmington 
wanted  to  form  a  non- fraternity  and  so  es- 
tablished a  local  organization  of  Upsilon 
Kappa  Phi.  In  1977  they  were  contacted  by 
officials  from  the  Chi  Phi  interfraternity 
about  going  national. 

On  April  25,  1977  these  12  men  were 
pinned  Chi  Phi  at  Tuesday's  Restaurant  on 
Oleander  Drive.  Later,  on  September  30, 
1977  six  of  them  were  initiated  through  the 
Psi  Delta  chapter  of  UNC-Charlotte  and  the 
other  six  at  UNC-Chapel  Hill.  Together 
these  men  formed  the  Gamma  Zeta  chapter. 

The  Chi  Phis  rented  three  houses  over  a 
four  year  period.  The  Gamma  Zeta  chapter 
purchased  its  first  house  in  July  of  1981  at 
5004  Wrightsville  Avenue  and  in  January  of 
1984  it  tragically  burned,  but  was  later  re- 
built. 


The  Gamma  Zeta  chapter  currently  has  35 
brothers  and  15  pledges,  who  through  many 
projects  have  raised  money  for  Muscular 
Dystrophy.  They  have  also  sponsored  many 
social  events  each  year  such  as  the  Hallow- 
een Costume  party,  Chicken  Pickin'  during 
the  annual  Azalea  Festival  (Alumni  Event),  a 
formal  alumni  banquet  in  December  and  a 
parent's  day  picnic  in  the  spring. 

The  Chi  Phi  fraternity  is  very  competitive 
socially,  academically,  and  athletically.  They 
received  the  most  improved  chapter  award  in 
Madison  Wisconsin  this  summer  along  with 
the  first  place  contact  of  alumni  through 
their  quarterly  magazine.  They  are  the  five 
year  reigning  champions  of  intermural  vol- 
leyball at  UNC-W  and  they  also  hold  the 
Wrightsville  Beach  Open  Volleyball  Cham- 
pionship.

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The  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity  was  started 
on  the  campus  of  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Wilmington  as  the  Tau  Nu 
Kappa  local  fraternity  on  January  21,  1981.  In 
January  of  1982  these  men  were  pinned  as  a 
colony  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  National  Frater- 
nity and  |ust  over  a  year  later,  on  March  26, 
1983  the  colony  received  its  charter  and  was 
formally  pronounced  as  the  Mu  Zeta  Chap- 
ter of  the  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity. 

As  a  young  and  growing  chapter,  Kappa 
Sigma  has  become  actively  involved  in  cam- 
pus life  at  UNCW.  A  member  of  the  inter - 
fraternity  council,  Kappa  Sigma  has  partici- 
pated in  many  intermural  activities  including 
sottball,  football,  basketball  and  volleyball. 
Another  big  on-campus  event  is  the  annual 
Greek  Week  games  in  which  Kappa  Sigma 
has  been  fortunate  in  winning  first  place  in 
three  out  of  the  last  four  years;  1982,  '83,  and 
'85.  Kappa  Sigma  is  also  very  active  off 
campus.  Serving  the  community  with  special 
aid  projects,  Kappa  Sigma  has  been  recog- 


nized as  a  leader  in  community  involvement. 

The  colors  of  the  fraternity  are  scarlet, 
white,  and  emerald  green  and  the  flower  is 
the  lily  of  the  valley.

Pi  Kappa  Phi  fraternity  was  nationally 
founded  on  December  10,  1904  in  Charles- 
ton, South  Carolina  with  their  local  chapter 
being  formed  on  the  campus  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  North  Carolina  at  Wilmington  in 
1968.  Represented  by  the  colors  blue,  white, 
and  gold,  their  flower  is  the  red  rose  and 
their  motto  is  their  "committment  to  excel- 
lence." 

Pi  Kappa  Phi's  national  philanthropy  pro- 
ject is  P.U.S.H.  (Play  Units  for  the  Severly 
Handicapped)  in  which  they  raise  the  money 
for  the  development  of  new  technology.

On  De- 
cember 12,  1981  a  local  sorority,  Phi  Beta  Psi, 
was  formed  on  the  campus  of  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  at  Wilmington  with  19 
members  and  on  February  12,  1983  they  were 
installed  as  the  Eta  Alpha  chapter  of  Alpha 
Delta  Pi. 

Represented  by  the  colors  azure  blue  and 
white,  the  woodland  violet,  and  their  mascot 
the  lion,  the  Eta  Alpha  chapter  currently  has

The  greek  letters  Alpha,  Lambda,  and 
Omega  were  chosen  for  what  they  symbol- 
ize: Alpha,  symbolizing  first  and  foremost; 
Lambda,  words  and  phrases;  and  Omega, 
symbolizing  the  sororities  nearness  to  the 
ocean.

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The  purpose  of  the  Museum  Club  is  to 
increase  community  and  student  involve- 
ment in  the  UNCW  museum.  Last  year  was 
the  first  year  for  the  club,  and  though  it 
started  out  small,  it  is  growing.  It's  a  worth- 
while club  which  stimulates  members  inter- 
est in  the  many  important  aspects  and  pro- 
cesses in  the  development  of  museums,  and, 
adds  Mark  Dreyfus,  the  Club  President,  "the 
understanding  of  the  diversity  of  our  world. 
We  have  many  projects  so  there's  something 
for  everyone." 
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Psi  Chi  is  the  National  Honor  Society  in 
Psychology,  founded  in  1929  for  the  purpose 
of  encouraging,  stimulating,  and  maintaining 
scholarship  in,  and  advancing  the  science  of 
psychology.  Membership  is  open  to  graduate 
and  undergraduate  men  and  women  who  are 
making  the  study  of  psychology  one  of  their 
major  interests  and  who  meet  the  minimum 
qualifications.  Psi  Chi  is  an  affiliate  of  the 
American  Psychological  Association  and  a 
member  of  the  Association  of  College  Hon- 
or Societies. 

The  Society  functions  as  a  federation  of 
chapters  located  on  569  senior  college  and 
university  campuses  under  the  protective 
umbrella  of  the  national  organization.  The 
national  office  is  housed  with  the  American 
Psychological  Association  in  it's  second 
headquarters  buildling  in  Arlington,  Virgin- 
ia. A  National  Council  (composed  of  Psy- 
chologists who  are  Psi  Chi  members  and 
who  are  elected  by  the  chapters)  guides  the 
affairs  of  the  organization  and  sets  policy 
with  the  approval  of  the  chapters. 

Students  become  members  by  joining  the 
chapters  at  the  school  they  are  attending.  Psi 
Chi  chapters  are  operated  by  student  officers 
and  faculty  advisors.  Together  they  select 
and  induct  the  members  and  carry  out  the 
goals  of  the  Society.  Because  the  officers 
and  faculty  advisors  are  volunteers  and  their 
time  is  limited,  anyone  interested  in  Psi  Chi 
membership  should  take  the  initiative  and 
contact  the  psychology  department,  the  fac- 
ulty advisor,  and/or  the  local  officers. 

All  memberships  are  recorded  at  the  na- 
tional office  by  the  chapters  and  are  available 
permanently  for  reference  purposes.  The  to- 
tal number  of  memberships  preserved  at  the 
national  office  during  the  first  54  years  is 
142,213,  many  of  these  members  have  gone 
on  to  distinguished  careers.  For  example,  a 
Psi  Chi  member  who  installed  a  chapter  26 
years  ago  was  featured  speaker  at  the  chap- 
ter's program  in  commemoration  of  Psi  Chi's 
50th  anniversary  in  1979.  The  member  was 
B.F.  Skinner,  the  chapter  was  Boston  Uni- 
versity. 


Psi  Chi  serves  two  major  goals  —  one 
immediate  and  visibly  rewarding  to  the  indi- 
vidual member,  the  other  slowet  and  more 
difficult  to  accomplish,  but  offering  greater 
rewards  in  the  long  run.  The  first  of  these  is 
the  Society's  obligation  to  provide  academic 
recognition  to  it's  initiates  by  the  mere  fact 
of  membership.  The  second  goal  is  the  obli- 
gation of  each  of  the  society's  local  chapters 
to  nurture  the  spark  of  that  accomplishment 
by  offering  a  climate  congenial  to  it's  cre- 
ative development.

PURPOSES  OF  THE  ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION 

The  purposes  of  the  association  are  to  promote  and 
encourage  fellowship  and  friendship  among  its 
members:  to  foster  good  will  on  the  part  of  its 
members  and  others  toward -the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Wilmington;  and  to  aid  and  assist  the 
university  in  general. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  consists  of  all  graduates  of  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Wilmington  or  Wil- 
mington College,  or  students  who  have  attended 
classes  and  completed  any  resident  credit. 

Associate  (non-voting)  members  include  members 
of  the  faculty  of  the  university  who  do  not  otherwise 
qualify  as  members  of  the  alumni  association,  full- 
time  administrative  officers  of  UNCW,  honorary 
degree  holders,  and  others  who  regularly  support  and 
patronize  the  university. 

Active  members  in  good  standing,  entitled  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  as  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  are  those  members  who 
contribute  to  the  Alumni  Annual  Fund. 

ALUMNI  ACTIVITIES 

The  Alumni  Association  has  increased  its  visibili- 
ty on  campus  by  organizing  and  sponsoring 
volunteers  known  as  Student  Ambassadors.  This 
select  student  group  is  supervised  by  the  alumni  affairs 
officer  to  help  with  public  relations  functions  and 
alumni  programming. 

In  an  effort  to  expand  its  services,  the  association 
holds  alumni  rallies  in  Jacksonville,  Charlotte, 
Greensboro  and  Raleigh.  Plans  are  being  made  to 
schedule  meetings  in  other  areas  of  alumni  concen- 
trations. Other  alumni-sponsored  programs  include 
hosting  the  annual  social,  tours  to  Europe,  Hawaii, 
and  the  Caribbean,  homecoming  participation,  pre- 
game  socials  during  basketball  season,  class  reunions, 
distinguished  service  awards,  and  awards  to  the 
graduating  senior  with  the  highest  academic  average. 
The  UNCW  Alumni  Association  annually  awards 
four  tuition-and-fees  scholarships. 

The  success  and  continuation  of  these  programs  de- 
pend on  support  generated  through  the  Annual  Fund. 

THE  ANNUAL  FUND 

In  1977  the  Alumni  Association  voted  to  replace 
membership  dues  with  the  Alumni  Annual  Fund 
(A  AF).  Under  this  approach,  each  alumnus  and  alum- 
na receives  mailings  and  announcements  from  the 
Alumni  Affairs  Office,  and  each  is  asked  to  make  an 
annual  gift  to  help  support  alumni-sponsored  pro- 
grams. This  approach  is  working  .  .  . 


This  chart  shows  where  the  1983-84  Alumni 
Annual  Fund  dollars  went.  About  45  percent  was 
spent  for  university  program  support,  and  about  55 
percent  for  alumni  programming  and  expenses. 
University  program  support  included  academic  and 
athletic  scholarships,  and  money  donated  to  air- 
condition  Trask  Coliseum.  Alumni  programming 
included  area  rallies.  Student  Ambassadors,  awards, 
annual  fund  campaign  expenses,  and  other  miscella- 
neous expenses.  As  our  annual  fund  income  increases, 
so  will  our  university  support.

In  addition  to  sponsoring  service  projects  and 
educational  programs  to  promote  academic  achievement,  the  Greeks  instill  pride  and  increase  UNCW 
throughout  the  University  and  Wilmington  Communities.  The  efforts  by  greek  organizations  to  enhance 
student  life  have  been  recognized  by  the  University  in  several  ways;  the  most  exciting  being  the  three  greek 
groups  will  be  provided  on-campus  housing  beginning  Fall  1986.
